Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


Any person who is the Sole head 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta- The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Must reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a. 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

B. Bennett, M.P. for Calgary, anal- 
yzed with telling effect the origins of 
Western discontent. First, it is a 
part of that world unrest which is 
to be seen upon every continent and 
in almost every country. Secondly, 
Western grain. growers have some 
real grievances. * Their last crop was 
badly frostbitten. Worse than this, 
existing transportation facilities 
proved insufficient to get their pro- 
duce to market.

Why, was there this failure? Why 
is it that the prairic country is still 
dependent upon one all-the-year out- 
Iet to the ocean and European mar- 
kets? Why, indeed, in the face of the 
hundreds of millions of dollars pour- 
cd out for new railways? Five years 
ago the country was promised the 
National Transcontinental and _ five 
years must yet clapse before the 
bridge across the St. Lawrence at 
Quebec can be finished. Mr. Bennett 
did not say so, but surely the Laur- 
ier Government was somewhat to 
blame for the delay. In the mean- 
time Western wheat is to be diver-ed 
from the Grand Trunk Pacific at 
Cochrane to the American ports of 
Portland and Boston. Therefore men 
on the plains are asking why their 
grain should not cross the line at 
Western points as well. For himself, 
Mr. Bennett said he did not believe 
a new market was to be built up in 
a country which grew and exported 
the same products that Canada had 
to sell. 

According to Mr. Bennett a third 
cause of discontent “was this; The 
American farmers, who have flocked 
into Alberta and Saskatchewan, hail 
from the insurgent States of the 
American Union. Yn their own coun- 
try they distrusted Wall Street and 
hated the Eastern interests. They 
came here ready to be prejudiced 
against the Provinces and manufac- 
turers of Hastern Canada. Certain 
Canadian politicians and newspapers 
have taken advantage of this histor- 
ic pre-disposition and have made it 
the basis of a campaign’ to set the 
West against the East. If other 
Canadians and Canadian journals do 
their duty the trouble 
not succeed.

Anglo-Saxon traditions, from ob- 
taining the vote too easily, and 
holding the balance of power as they 
may easily do today in many con- 
stituencies. He wisely said that the 
situation offers to Canadian Clubs 
everywhere a splendid field for nat 
ional service. These clubs should 
urge upon Parliament the passing o! 
a law raising the standards of fat- 
uralizdtion. They should make it 
their special work also to see that 
one history and one geography arc 
uniformly taught in every province of 
Confederation. The rising generation 
must be imbued with British ideal 
and have their imaginations stimul- 
ated by British and Canadian his- 
tory if the Dominion is to realize its 
hest potentialities. The newcomers 
and their children must learn the 
splendid value of Imperial citizen- 
ship, and the need of being prepared 
to defend it on land and sea. We 
must be a united people in a United 
IEXmpire.

DANGEROUS PREPARATIONS. 


The department: of inland revenue 
for some years has been conducting 
investigations into the various foods, 
medicines, ete., sold the Canadian 
people. The publication of the find- 
ings has had much to do with the 
prevention of adulteration of foods. 
OF late these reports have dealt with 
the various patent medicines manu- 
factured or sold in Canada. The 
Ottawa Citizen has the following in- 
teresting comment on the lates: bul- 
letin : 

“An interesting report by Mr. A. 
McGill, chief analyst of the Dom- 
inion, on the subject of so-called 
‘headache powders,’ has been publish- 
ed, and is particularly instruetive in 
view of the great sale of these alleg- 
ed remedies. Not only does Mr. Me- 
Gill demonstrate legal violations in 
the preparation of these proprietary 
medicines, but in many cases he 
points out the great danger to be 
apprehended from the taking of the 
various dangerous drugs which enter 
largely into the composition of these 
common ‘cures.’ Jn several instances 
headache preparations have — been 
found by the analyst in the form of 
lozenges or chocolates. This is, as 
Mr. McGill points out, a dangerous 
innovation, indeed. With potent 
drugs disguised in such form, — the 
great danger of excessive use is in- 
creased, while in the case of children 
the possibilities are particularly 
alarming. 

“The Dominion analyst makes the 
statement that in) many instances 
the proprietary or patent medicine 
act is technically violated by the 
employment of the chemical term or 
name of the drug on the labels of 
headache mixtures, instead of the 
common name or that usually em- 
ployed by the general public. Hence 
m such cases where ordinarily the 
purchaser would hesitate to buy a 
drug. with the evil effects of which 
he may be acquainted in a_ general 
way, he is induced to.take a mixture 
which, while it conforms to the 
Provisions of the act, in reality vio- 
lates the law by substituting the 
tectinical term thereof. This is dis- 
guising the presence of a dangerous 
ingredient as effectively as the qmis- 
sion of the name altogether to the 
great majority of people. To remedy 
this ceeeption, for such it me ouaiet 
Iv is, Mr. Mefiill suge st - anend- 
ment to the present act valine for 
the printing in plain characters of 
the common name of the drugs in 
proprictary articles. 

In 150 samples analysed Mr. Me- 
Gill reports the fact that 88 made 
distinct claim to curative powers, 
these claims in most cases covering 
headache afflictions, insomnia, neur- 
algia, nausea and other ills. All 
such — statements, declares the 
analyst, are unwarranted and mis- 
leading, and should constituse a pun- 
ishable offence under the act.

Toronto Globe 
Boosts Red Deer 


PSOMINENT WRITE-UP FROM 
EASTERN JOURNAL 


The following article appeared in 
the Western edition of the Toronto 
Globe, published on the 10th of 
April, relative to Red Deer: . 

It is estimated thar at least 
twenty-five per cent. of, Calgary’s 
milk supply is now shipped in from 
Red Neer and ‘the neighboring. dis- 
trict. Edmonton is also drawing a 
considerable amount from the same 
point. Step by step Red Deer is tak- 
ing first place in the Province as a 
prodficer, of dairy products. Located 
practically half way between the 
cities of Calgary and Edmonton, it 
is far enough away from both centres 
to be capable of extensive growth 
and its citizens look forward to a 
prosperous future. 

Dairying is favored by the presence 
of suitable pasture land, plenty of 
water, a favorable climate and nec- 
essary shelter for cattle. The market 
is fourfold, comprising the milk sup- 
ply of the cities, local dreameries, 
cheese factories and a new preserved 
milk industry, which will operate 
two plants, one at Red Deer and the 
other at Sylvan Lake, a few miles 
distant. Already some of the dairy 
herds in the Red Deer district have 
become famous, while an  English- 
man, C: A. Julian-Sharman, jhas a 
cow, Rosalind of Old Basing, which 
has the highest two-year record in 
Canada as a milker, and is expected 
to take the world’ s record this year 


.|for three years’, consecutive - test. 


With these considerations back of 
them, the people of Red Deer are 
confident that the district will devel- 
op considerably during the next few 
years as a producer of dairy pro- 
ducts. 

The town is banking strongly, and 
not without reason, on the construc- 
tion of the Alberta Central Railway, 
the charter of which has been ac- 
quired by the C.P.R. This road is 
heading westward for the famous 
Yellowhead Pass, and it is expected 
that it will be completed as far as 
Rocky Mountain House this year. It 
is being built with a .4 grade 
throughout, which will make an easy 
haul to the Pass. Eastward the Al- 
berta Central will probably link up 
with the Langdon branch of the C.P. 
R., ultimately giving a direct line 
from Moose Jaw to the Yellowhead 
through Red Deer. If, as is antici- 
pated, the C.P.R. intend to make the 
Alberta Central a through line to the 
coast, it will serve as another feeder 
for the Panama Canal route, tapping 
the district lying between Calgary 
and Edmonton. 

The Canadian Northern are also 
active in the Red Deer district and 
are now grading their Edmon:on- 
Calgary branch intd the town. They 
also plan to run a, line west to open 
up adjacent territory and reach the 
Brazeau coal area, where there is an 
extensive deposit of the best coking 
coal. Work on this line is also in 
progress. ~ 

Another project which the town 
has in view isa system of radial 
lines by means of which milk and 
other dairy products may be brought 
in to the market and shipped expedi- 
tiously. Promoters have been figur- 
7 -_ 
ing on the scheme, and it looks as if 
it would receive favorable considera- 
tion. All this construction work. 
radiating from Red Deer will insure 
the prosperity and growth of the 
town for the next few years.

tracks, taking in about three aeres, 
the removal of the present buildings 

3 to the north end of the grounds, 
erection of a large domes-ic  build- 
ing, or at least part of it, exhibition 
buildings for horses and pigs, and 
fitting up the present buildings for 


cattle. 
W. E. Lord, president of the 
Agricultural Society, laig@ plans of 


the proposed builiings and improve- 
ments before the Council and made a 
strong appeal in support of the un- 
dertaking. He hid gone to Calgary 
and studied the construction of 
buildings there and size of grounds; 
.and was convinced we could have 
just as good buildings and as: well 
laid out grounds in Red Deer as in 
the southern town. He urged that a 
by-law be submitted to the people to

Mr. Smith contended that we must 
make an effort and lay out money to 
furnish: accommodation for exhibi- 
tions. If we do we will have a good 
show, coming next to Calgary and 
Edmonton shows. He felt if the ox- 
pense asked was laid before the rate- 
Payers they would vote tho money 
asked. Mr. Smith thought we would 
be in a circuit pretty much in line 
with Calgary and Edmonton fairs. 

Mr. Lord said he was writing, Mr. 
Lewis, asking if it was possible to 
get a date for fair attractions on a 
line with other’ places. Mr. Lewis 
is secretary of the provincial fairs 
association. « 

James Bower agreed with what 
Mr. Lord had said, and felt the 
buildings asked for were needed and 
would greatly add to the show. The 
preat, drawback in the past has been 
that there was not sufficient accom- 
‘modation for stock. He believed 
every proposed building would be 
filled with stock the first fair held. 
One exhibitor said he could fill 
every building on the grounds now 
himself. He felt the expense was 
warranted and would pay as an ad- 
vertising medium. 

The Mayor said the deputation had 
laid a large order before the Council, 
yet he felt the Council could deal 
with it. There would have to be 
two new bridges and a road would 
have to be closed if the arrangements 
were completed by the Council, es- 
pecially this season. It would need 
gonsidgrable exertion at least. He 
was glad to see the advanced) ideas 
laid down by the deputation, espec- 
ially the elass of buildings brought 
before the Council, and he favored 
laying the seheme before the people. 

All members of the Council present 
expressed their view in favor of sub- 
mitting a by-law to the ratepayers 
to raise funds for the desired far- 
ward move for a first class exhibi- 
tion at Red Deer. 


THE BRIDGE GRANT. - 


G. W. Smith addressed the Coun- 
cil, asking for aid from the Council 
towards a bridge over the C. & E. 
on the line road on the south border 
of the town. At present the road 
crossing the railroad was often 
stopped up with shunting trains and 
there was ceriain danger tq _ the 
travelling public. The bridge would 
be 22 feet high, and he submitted a 
plan drawn up by Mr. Dawe. It 
would Be built as strong as a_ gov- 
ernment bridge, and would take a 
railway train travelling at 30 miles 
an hour. The cost would be about 
$5,000. It might benefit him or it 
might not, yet he was willing to 
pay his share of the expense. The 
Department of Public Works had 


been approached, ‘and: “he | thought 
they, would ‘help'in the enterprise if 
tke people helped.) The LiI.D. had 
offered to. help, and he would ‘give 
$1,000, while other property’, owners 
would ‘help.. ‘He thought the govern- 
ment would pay half. . He thought 
the Public Works Department would 
undertake the building of the bridge. 
Tf the ‘ Council would grant $1,000 
he would undertake the construction 
of the bridge if the government paid 
their share, It would be 500 feet. 

The Mayor said if the town could 
have ‘a first class bridge built for 
the small sum of $1,000, he thought 
it would be good business, as West 
Red Deer will no doubt come into 
the town and this ‘bridge would be 
of great help to us then. He felt if 
the present entrance to the town .was 
thoroughly repaired the majority of 
the people would still come in on it. 

The Council expressed thamselves 
as favorable to the grant if it was 
perfectly legal.

On March 30th samples of milk 
and cream sold in town were tested 
by the officials in charge of the 
dairy school here, results were as 
follows : Trimble Bros.—Milk, No. 1 
sample, 2.6 ; milk, No. 2 sample, 6.5; 
cream, .14. German—Milk, No. 1 
sample, 2.8 ; milk, No. 2 sample, 3.; 
cream, 23.7. 


Some of these samples are away 


below the standard required by the’ 


Provincial Health Act and the Dom- 
inion Pure Foods Act. We have also 
had complaints of sour cream having 
been sold by Trimble Bros. 

On March 30th we attended a 
meeting of the Council of the Local 
Improvement Districts and requested 
them to make a grani of $1,000 to 
assist in fixing the Michener hill to 
the east of town. We have not been 
informed of their decision in the 
matter. 

We have called for tenders for the 
Local Improvement debentures up to 
the 15th inst. We recommend that 
we be authorized to accept the high- 
est tender unless the price offered is 
very poor. As the debenture market 
is in very poor condition at present, 
we do not anticipate a very high 
offer for these. There are no signs of 
improvement, however, so there is 
li:tle to be gained by holding them 
for better prices.

Manitoba Declines 
benarate schools 


April 4.—4Hon. G. R. 
Coldwell, minister of education, in a 
forcible speech delivered tonight in 
connection with the amendments to 
the public schools act, stated that 
it was not the intention of the 
government to enforce * separate 
schools in the province of, Manitoba 

He said he was compelled to maky 
the statement in view of certain 
articles which had been published 
and the opinion’that many had re- 
ceived, through what source he did 
not know, except that it was for 
political gain, that such was the 
meaning of the amendments propos- 
ed. , 

Dr. D. P. McFadden, past grand 
master of the Orangemen, — stated 
that the amendments offered by the 
minister were the most feasible, 
since this vexed question of separate 
schools had first. ¢risen in the prov- 
ince. 

Considerable talk was indulged 
by members of the opposition, 
they did not. offer any solution — of 
the difficulty and were finally con- 
tent to allow the bill to be passed 
on to the statutes without a division 
or an amendment. With the passing 
of the supplementary estimates and 
several other bills today the slate 
was cleared so as to permit a pro- 
rogation of' the house on ae 
>| afternoon. ,

department” of ‘agriculture. Those 
services now.’go to the trade and 
commerce department. Dr. A. G. 
Dougherty, archivist, whose depart- 
ment has recently been placed under 
the secretary’ of state is given the 
rank and salaryof a deputy minis- 


ter. Another vacancy in the senate 
has, arisen through the failure © of 
Senator Sullivan of Kingston - to 


attend for two consecutive sessions. 
Mr. Sullivan, who is an aged man, 
has been in poor health for some 
time. No early move to fill the 
vacancy need’ be expected, bus it is 
regardcd as. almost certain that 
George Gordon will become Mr. Sul- 
livan’s suceessor. Mr. Gordon was 
the member of parliament for Nip- 
issing and made way for the Hon. 
Mr. Cochrane on the latter's accept- 
ance of the portfolio of railways and 
canals.
